In this order and courſe 
which the Apoſtle he ere ob- 
ſcructh, we may learne by the 
way theſe ſhort inftruR.0ns :

due reuerence receive the 
ſame. And therefore ſo oſt as 
in their ignorance they goe a- 
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bout to bee made partakey 
thereof, they runne themſelues 
and their ſoules vpon a molt 
dangerous rocke : So that the 
firſt meanesfor a Chriſtian to 
become a worthy and teuerend 
partaker of this Sacrament, is 
to bee grounded in the do- 
Arine and knowledge thereof. 
Ignorance indeed well may be 
the mother of Popiſh deuoti- 
on, bur it is the very ſtepdame 
of ali true Chriſtian pietie, and 
(as it appeares by the Apoſtles 
proceedings in this preſent 
matter) the very mother of all 
prophaneneſſe, and irteligious 
impieties in the Church of 
The fit God.

The leſſons ſtom hence to 
ſurtner our preparation to the 
due recetuing of this Sacra- 
ment, are theſe : 

1 That it is no ſmall finne 
to vſe any ordinance of Jeſus 
Chriſt, x hatſocust prophane. 
ly or irreuerently rich cannot 
bee freed from ſinne U 
ſhew contempt but the 
ordinances 3 men, — h 
they require but thin indiffe- 
— xy 1 25 they 
which ſhall ſhew contempt to 
the ordinances of Chriſt leſus 
himſelſe, who neuer inlituted 


any thing which is not excee- 


ding good, and neceſſary to 
to be done; yea, whoſe very 
ordaining of a thing makes it 


good, 
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ood, neceſſary, and profita- 

le, though before it was indif- 
ferent, and vnproficable, yea 
euill and hurtfull. For this can» 
not but argue a wonderfull 
baſe and light eſtimation of 
Chriſt, and of his wiſdome, to 
debaſe, by rude and vnreue- 
rent behaujour, any order or 
conſtitution of his : And yet 
how ordinaty a thing is it for 
molt men that are profeſſed 
Chriſtians, ro make mol! baſe 
and vile account, euen no bet - 
ter than a may. game, of the 
main and principall ordinance 
of Clu iſtꝰ What palpahle con. 
tempt of the word read and 
preached, of praier, of the Sa- 
craments, of the Sabboth, &c. 
doe molt men ſhew > How 
rudely, careleſly, and vnrcue - 
rently, doe they vſe to behaue 
cheinlelues, cuen in the ſoleni-

neſt and moſt publilce wotſhip 
and ſeiuice of God ; yea oſten 
times not without apparent 
ſcorne & diſdaine of the ſame? 
What ſhould we iudge of this? 
but that ſuch either think that 
Chriſt himſelſe is a mocketie, 
or at the leaſt, that hee hath 
ſhewed great want of wiſe- 
dome, in requiring ſo baſe and 
contemp:ible a ſeruice , ſuch 
as is not fit for wile men to 
performe, but in ieſt or ſcorne, 
or (at the beſt) but as if they 
were playing ſome counterfet 
part ypon a ſtage, 

2 Aſpeciall meanes to pre- 
uent this ſinne, in the recei- 
uing of this Sacrament, 13 to 
learue and to beleeue, that in 
receiuing the ſame, we do not 
conforme to the priuate hu- 
mots, conceits, and pleaſures 
of men, no not of Feter or

Paul, of Magiſtrates or Mini- 
filers, of Churches or Fathers; 
but to the expreſſe Will and 
Commandement of our Lord 
and Sauiour Jeſus Chriſt, This 
is inthe nature of man, that if 
hee bee imperiouſly comman- 
ded any thing by an inferiour 
and one that hath no authori- 
tie to command, though the 
thing commanded bee in it 
ſelfe commodious, praiſe wor- 
thy, or honourable, yet he ei- 
ther will refuſe to doe it, or it 
he doe it, it ſhall be not with- 
out ſome ſcorn and contempr, 
and in a kinde ot mockenic : 
But if one in authoritie, whom 
he reuerenceth and honoure tn, 
and whom hee knoweth hath 
power to command, doe te- 
quire any ching, be will be rea- 
dy ( xcept hee be e very leaud 
a: d imp ious) to ye:1d obedi- 
ence

ence in feare and reuerence,al- 
beit the action in it ſelfe bee 
light and vnproſitable, yea 
baſe and ſeruile , yea trouble- 
ſme and hurtfull ynto him. 
Except therefore wee ſhould 
be ſo impious, as to hold, that 
Cirit Jeſus hath eicher no 
power to require this dutie at 
our hand, ot ſo impudent, as to 
defend, that he doth nowhere 
require it of vs, or ſo blaſphe. 
mous, as to lay he wanted wiſe 
dome in requiring it of vs, it 
mult needs bee yeelded voto, 
that this ſactament ought with 
all due teuerence to bee tecei- 
ned, which is inioined by ſo 
awfull and ſoueraigne a po- 
er, bee the action it ſelſe in it 
ſelfe neuer ſo meane. When 
therefore men come ſo rudi ly 
and vnteuerently to theſe ho» 
ly Rit es, it is a ſigne, that they

ands, Would thenthe Mini. 
ſters and ſeruaunts of Icſus 


Chriſt, that are by their ſpeci» 


all office to diſpenſe the ordi- 
nances of Chtiſt, haue their mi- 
niſtery truly reuerenced of the 
ſaints and people of God, and 
not conteinned and defpiſcd ? 
Let them make it appeate, as 
Paul doth heere, that they mi- 
niſter noother word or Sacra» 
ments, pte ſetibe no other wor- 
ſhip, preach no other Golpell, 
binde mens conſciences with 
no other lawes, allure chem 
with

The ſecond point of do- 
ctrine propounded by the A- 
poltle, is concerning the firſt 
Inſtitutor and Adminiſter of 
this Sacrament, The effect 
whereof is this; That Chrift 
ſeſiu in bis owne perſon did in- 
funte, yea wid firſt of alu 
his owne hand admimifter this 
Sacrament, For it followeth 
in theſe words, T hat the Lord 
Ieſus, the nig l that he was be- 
traied, tooks bread, &c. As 
though hee ſhould ſay, If but 
my ſelte, or any other Apoltle, 
or any perſon inferiourto an 
Apoſtie, had inſtituted this Sa- 
crãment, by warrant and com- 
miſſion from Chriſt, there had 
becne eic in cauſe enough to 
niooue

mooue any Chriſtian heart to 
a reuerent receiuing and vſing 
thereof: but when Chriſt Ieſus 
himſelfe, in his owne perſon, 
hath immediately inſtituted 
it, yea and was himſelſe a Mi- 
niſter of it, yea the firſt A dmi- 
niſter of it, what a fearefull 
iudgement are they gullty of, 
that ſhall ptophane and diſ- 
race that which Chriſt him- 
elfe, in his owne perſon, ſo 
exceedingly graced and ho- 
noured ? 
This doctrine alſo ſerueth as 
a ſingular motiue to ſtirre vp 
all the faichfull to a moſt care - 
full reſpeR and regard of this 
myſterie. For fff thoſe ordi- 
nances which Chriſt himſelfe 
hath expre ſly and in a ſpeciall 
manner inſtituted, ought with 
ſpeciall teuerence to bee cons 
formed vnto. The ſeruices

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16 The fi part 
which are required by the 
lawes of man, framed once by 
conſequence from the word, 
or but according to the gene- 
rall iules thereof, are ina holy 
and religious manner to bee 
performed. But ſuch a ſetuice 
as Chriſt himſelſe (hall imme- 
diately and fo expteſly inſti- 
tute, not truſting to the diſ- 
courſe and wit of man to ap- 
int the ſame, and which 
imſelſe did moſt religiouſly 
in his owne perſon performe, 
mult needs deſerue the higheſt 
reſpect and reverence, and 
muſt needs argue great impie- 
tie in them that ſhal contemp- 
tuoully, ot but careleſly per- 
forme the ſame, 2. Jn that 
himſclfe did fitit not only inſti. 
tute, but adminiſter it; it tes.

19 
themſelues about vanities and 
needleſſe matters, but their 
thoughts vſe to bee taken vp

Fatre bee it therefore from vs, 


that wee ſhou'd thinke, that 


our Sauiour at this time ſhould 
finde nothing elſe to doe, but 
to trouble his Church with 
idle and friuolous obſeruances, 
Yea, if men at ſuch times as 
this is, how miſerable ſocuer, 
doe vie to beſtow the beſt 
things they haue vpon them 
they molt laue, we muſt either 
thinke chat our Sauiour was 
very poore, or very miſerable, 
or elſe we mult hold, that this 
Sicrament, which at this time 
hee bequeathed vnto all his 
Churches, is of ſome ſpeciall 
price, 
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price, value, and vſe vnto the 
ſame, if it bee receiucd as it 
ought to be. 

Thirdly , ſeeing that Chriſt 
at this time was entring vpon 
the greateſt, moſt pein fall and 
difficult wo ke that euet was 
or ſhall bee performed, cuen 
the ſalvation of ſinners, the 
zeale whereof had now, more 
than euer, eaten him vp, and 
had captiuated al the thoughts 
and affections of his ſoule, ſo 
that it r: not poſſible for him 
(at this time) to thinke of any 
thing elſe, but what might 
further the worke of our te- 
demption, and the ſaluation 
of our ſoules ; we muſt needs 
conclude, that this Sacrament 
bee ing ducly (according to

This word [ Sacrament] was 
wont to ſiguiſie that ſolemne 
onh which the ſouldiers of 
Rome vſed to take, whereby 
they bound themſelues to pet- 
forme faith full ſeruice to their 
Emperour in his warres, fron: 
whence the Latine Diuine: 
haue borrowed it, and now, 
y long cuſtome, it is become 

in 
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intheſe Weſterne Churches, a 
ptopet name, whereby thoſe 
outward badges and enſignes 
of Chriſtianitie, (vx · Baptiſme 
and the Lords Supper) ate cal- 
led; becauſe that Chriſtians, 
in the due receiuing of them, 
doe after a ſpeciall manner 
binde themſelues, euen as it 
were by a ſolemne yow and 
oath, to ſerue their Lord and 
Maſter Teſus Chriſt, even as 
the ſouldiers of Rome did, by 
ſolemne oath, bind themſelues 
to ſerue their Emperours and 
Commanders in the warre. 
More particularly, wee vn- 
deiſtand by Sacraments thoſe 
myſticall Rites and Ceremo» 
nies of the Church, which 
Chriſt hath ordained for the 
ſetting foorth and confirming 
of the Couenant cf grace. 
Myſtical Rites and Cere- 
monies 


; 
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monies are certaine outward 
and bodily ſignes, which, af- 
ter a ſecret and artificial man- 
ner, ſhadow and repreſent 
things ſpiricuall and internal ; 
ſo that in euery Sacrament 
there are theſe two things to 
bee confidered. 1. The out- 
ward bodily ſigne. 2. The 
ſpiricuall matter, that is myſti- 
cally ſhadowed by the ſigne, 
and yet, after a ſort, hidden 
and locked vp in the ſame · 

The Apoſtle, in ſetting 
downe the parts of this Sacra · 
ment, expreſſech both theſe 
points, 

I. The . outward fignes

the fruit of the Vine is expreſſy 
mentioned by our Saulour 
Chriſt, immediately after the 
inſtitution. 

Theſe ſignes may bee redu- 
ced to tWo heads : as 1. Vnto 
certaine outward elements: 
2. Vnto certaine myſticall a- 
tions in and about the ele- 
ments. 

The elements are Bread and 
Wine : the actions are break. 
ing and eating of the bread, 
and drinking of the Wine. 
Theſe ate all the myſticall 
ſignes which are expreſly 
mentioned in this place of 
Scripture, and inthe Euange- 
lifts that write of the inſtituti . 
on of this Sacrament ; and 
therefore I wil not ſtand vpon 
any other, though I doe not 
deny but there are other parti- 

cular 
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cular actions performed in & 
about theſe — which 
of the ſoundeſt Diuines are, 
and rightly may, in ſome 
ſenſe, by analogie, be coun- 
ted Sacramentall, 

Theſe fignes conſidered na- 
kedly in and by themſelues, 
are not of any great force to 
ſtirre vp any great reverence 
to the receiuing of them, be. 
cauſe there is no one thing in 
the worigymore ordinary than 
eating and drinking; and yet 
there is no iuſt cauſe why, in 
reg ard of chem, we ſhould de- 
ſpiſe and contemne the Sacta- 
ment, they being in them- 
ſelues things both neceſlary, 
and pleaſant, and no waies 
biſe and contemptible. If 
Chriſt Ieſus ſhould haue re- 
quired of vs any light and 
ſenſleſſe action, or which 

C ſhould 
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ſhould haue beene bitter and 


loachſome,or burdenſome vn- + 


to ys, yet wee ought, for his 
ſake that requires it, to yeeld 
reuerent reſpeR yntoit : much 
more when hee requires that 
whichinit ſelfe is both neceſ+ 
ſarie, profitable, andpleaſant, 
as eating of bread and drink- 
ing of wine are. It had bee. 
commed vs in all humilitie, (if 
ſo it had pleaſed him to or- 
daine) euen to haus eaten A. 
cornes, and husks, and ſw ines 
meat, ſuch as the prodigall ſon 
was forced to cat of; and to 
haue drunke yineger mingled 
with gall, ſuch as Chriſt him- 
ſelfe, for our ſakes, taſted of : 
much more will it beſeeme vs, 
with all due reverence and ho- 
nour, to eat bread, and drinlce 
wine, vpon Chriſts will and 
pleaſure, which is euer moſt 


holy

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holy and blefſed, But to let 


| paſſe the outward ſignes in 


themſelues, and to come to 
the myſterie in them, and to 
conſider the one with the o- 
ther, wee ſhall then ſee great 
forcein the patts of the Sacra- 
ment, to ſtitre yp in vs a ſpeci- 


Hall reuerence in the receiuing 


of it. There are many things 
of no honour in themſelues, 
that in regard of ſome ſpeciall 
vie that they are applied vnto, 
are honourable; as the white 
wand carried before Iucges, 
the Cap of Maintenance worn 
before the Lord Maior, the 
Sword borne before the King, 
&c, which in regard of ſome 
ſpeciall myſterie and meaning 
that is hidden in them, are mat» 
ters of ſpeciall grace and ho- 
nour; ſo though theſe out ward 
ſignes bee not in themſelues 
C 2 ho- 
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honourable, yetin regard of 
the myſterie that is in them, 
they both bring honour to 


Chriſt, and are honourable to 


the vſet. 

The very circumſtance of 
time wherein our Sauiour did 
adminiſter it, ſheweth ys, that 
this bread and wine, this eat- 
ing and drinking, hathia this 
place a more than ordinarie 
vic or end. Wee cat bread 
commonly to ſatisfie hunger, 
and to feed and nouriſh our 
bodies ; and wee driake wine 
to quench our thirſt, and to re · 
uive and refreſh our heavy ſpi- 
tits: but this is not the proper 
ead of che eating of this bread, 
or of tho driaking of this wine. 
For then Chriſt would neuer 


haue adminiſtred it immediat- 


ly aftet ſupper, and that a ſeſti- 
u ul ſuppec, when they that 
bh were 
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were to receiue it, were full of 
bread and wine before. And 
therefore in the receiuing of 
this Sicrament , wee mult not 
ſomuchlooke (as wee doe in 
other eatings and drinkings) 
to ſacisfie our hunger to fill our 
bellies, and to quench our 
thifts ; but in this eating and 
drinking, wee muſt Igoke to 
fatisfic and fill our ſo with 
ſome heavenly and ſpirituall 
matters, ſhadowed in theſe 
outward ſignes, and conueled 
ynto our ſoules in the due re- 
ceiuing of them. 

The myſteries then c ontai- 
ned ynder theſe ſignes, and ex- 
preſſed by them, are the grea · 
reſt that can be imagined, euen 
the great and high myſterie of 
out redemption and ſaluation 
by leſus Chriſt ; our faith and 
beleeſe whereof, we doe pro- 
C3 ſeſſe 
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feſſe in the vie of them, and the 
fruit whereof is ſealed and 
confirmed ynto ys in the due 
receiving ofthem. 

The breaking of the bread 
ſigniſieth, in a myſtetie, the 
breaking of Chriſts body, that 
is, all the vnſpeakable tor. 
ments that hee ſuffered in his 
own n for our fins, which 
were greaterthan if his living 
body had beene rent and torn 
into a thouſand peeces, andall 
his bones broken and beaten 
to duſt and powder, Heb. 5. 7. 
Eſa 53. 16. 11. Matth, 27. 
46. 
The eating of the bread 
thus broken, and the drinking 
of this wine, fignifieth the 
ſpeciall fruit that commeth 
vnto all beleeuers, by the paſ- 
ſion and ſufferings of Ieſus 
Chriſt, For Chriſt faith ; 
Ti 
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This Bread is my Boly which 
nas broken for you And this 
C "pe i the New Teſtament in 
my Blood, Or as hee ſpeakes 
moreplainly, Matt. 26. 28. 
i my Blood in the New Teſta- 
ment that was ſped for many fer 
the remiſſion of their ſinner. And 
therefore hce_bids them rake 
and eat the one, and drinks the 
other; as though hee ſhould 
more plainly ſay vnto chem: 
This bread, ſo broken as you 
ſee, ſhall bee a ſigne ynto you, 
and vnto all them that beleeue 
in my name, of that which 1 
haue ſuffered in my fle ſti for 
you. The wine in this Cup 
ſhall bee a ſigne euen of the 
blood that in my Sacrifice vp- 
on the croſſe was ſhed for you, 
to procure the pardon and re- 
miſſion of your ſinnes, and of 
all their hanes that ſhall bee - 
C4 leeue

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leeue in me, which is not the 
blood of Oxen and ſheepe, 
ſuch as were offred in the Old 
Teſtament, but is in very deed 
the blood of God and man, 
whereby the new Teſtament 
is ſealed and ratified, which 
offieth ſaluation vnto al which 
ſhall beleeue in mee, and in 
the merits of this my blood: 
Therefore take ye and eat yee 
this myſticall bread and drink 
this holy wine; and therein 
let it be a pledge vnto you and 
to all the Lich fl that ſhall in 
like manner teceiue the ſame, 
that the fruit of that which is 
ſhadowed thereby, belongs 
vnto you; ſo that as verily as 
you eat this bread, and drinke 
this wine with your bodilte 
mouths, ſo yerily ſhall your 
ſoules taſte of, and, as it were, 
eat and drinke of the fruits of 
my 
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Of Preparation, 33 
my death and paſhon,cuen the 
remiſſion of finnes, and life e · 
uerlaſting. 

Is not this Sacrament then 
a myſteric to bee ttembled at 
and adored ? Is it not a great 
indignitie, that men ſhould 
brutiſhly, without all pre para- 
tion, come vnto the ſame, as 
an horſe to the manger, or a 
{wine to the trough? If it were 
but a bare and ſimple eating 
of bread and drinking of wine 
for bodily neceſſitie or plea- 
ſure, we ought not like beaſts, 
withcur any ſhew of reue- 
rence , ſeaxe vpon chem; 
but onght in the receiuing of 
them, in ſome degree, liſt vp 
our hearts to God for them: 
Much more when there is ſuch 
an heauenly yſe of theſe crea» 
tures, ouer and beſides that na- 
turall and common vſe, which 
C5 cannot 
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cannot bee ſeparated from 
them. It were a great indigni- 
tie offered tothe worke of our 
redemption, but occaſionally 
to ſpeake or thinke of it with · 
out due reũetence: buttode- 
ny reuerence and honour ynto 
it then when ynder ſuch a ſpe- 
ciall myſterie it is preſented 
vnto vs, and when we are ther- 
by called to a ſpeciall conſide- 
ration of it ; yea wherein it is 
of purpoſe repreſented to our 
ſenſes, that we might the ber. 
tet behold it, and be ſtirred vp 
to praiſe and * God 
tor it : and which is more, 
when inareverend vſe of this 
mylterie wee may ſpiritually 
pa take euen of all heauenly 
things that are ſhadowed by 
it, what a ſinne muſt this needs 
be, vntcuerently to ruſh ypon 
theſe holy Ries? And hat a 
forcible 
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forcible argument muſt it bee, 


to ſtirre vs vp to a worthy re- 
ceiuing of this Sacrament ? 


The fitth point of docttine The ßſch 
is concerning the conſecrati- point of 
on of this Sacrament, ſer 49Qrine 
downe in theſe words: And unt 
when be had geen thankss, hee gata 
brake it. This conſecration ment. 


was a ſpeciall dedication of 
the elements in this Sacra- 
ment ynto this myſticall and 
holy vſe, by praier, and inuo- 
cation ypon the name of God, 
and ſpecially by thankſgiuing: 
wherin this thankſgiuing ſpe- 
cially conſiſted, is not teuea- 
led ; moſt probable it is, that 
it was principal:y for our ſake, 
to wit, forthe great fruit of 
this Sacrament, that ſhould 
redound vnto all the worthic 
receiuers thereof, | 
This ſheweth, that ſpeciall 
thankes 
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thankes are due vnto GOD 
from vs for this Sacrament : 
For if Chriſt found cauſe to 
thanke God for it, much more 
cauſe haue wee, who reape all 
the fruit and benefit of it, And 
if the worthineſſe of this Sa- 
crament did draw thanks from 
Chriſt, it may challenge a wor- 
thy and reuerend acceptance 
ot vs; yea it much more con- 
cernes vs to adminiſter and 
receiue the ſame with praier 
and thankſgiuing. And it is 
great prophaneneſſe for vs to 
preſſe ynreuerently vpon that 
which Chriſt himſelfe would 
not enter ypon, without ſpeci- 
all praier; whereby hee ſufhci- 
ently declareth, that this Sa- 
crament is a ſpeciall holy Or- 
dinance, and therefore to bee 
yiedholily, and not in a pro- 
phane and yareverent _— 
I 
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Jf Chriſt had but ſimply or- 
dained it without any ſuch 
ſpeciall thankſgiving or prai- 
er, it hadbeene our dutic not- 
withſtanding , to receive it 
with all due reuerence : But 
when he ſhall in this manner, 
by ſpeciall praĩer, inſtitute and 
adminiſter it, it muſt needs be 
great impietie for ys to deſpiſe 
and conternne it, and not to 
make an high account and 
reckoning cf ir, 

The Euangelift Matthew 
faith , Hee bleſſed the bread: 
i. By praler andihankſgiuing 
obtained a ſpeciall bleſſing 
from God vpon it. For that 
which Balac ſaid of Balaam 
may bee more truely ſaid of 


Chriſt, T hat which he bleſſerb, Num, 23. 


i bleſſed ; and that which hee 6, 
curſeth, ic curſed : So that this 


isa bleſſed Sacramens, which

The fixth The fixth and laſt point of 
point of doctrine is concerning the 
doctrine maine and moſt generall ends 


— of this Sacrament , which are 


two; the firſt, reſpeRing our 
ſelues : the ſecond , others, 
That reſpecting our ſelues, is 
in theſe words; Thu dis ye in 
remembrance of mee : So that 
wee are to receiue this Sacta- 
ment to this end and purpoſe, 
that in and byit we might be 
{tirred vp in a ſpeciall manner 
to 
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ro remember, and in remem- 
bring to meditate of Chriſt, 
and of his infinite loue and 
mercy towards ys,in the great 
worke of our Redemption, 
which is ſhadowed and ſet 
foorth by this Sacrament : 
When our ſpeciall friends, vp- 
on their departure dom vs, be- 
ſtow ypon ys a token of re- 
membrance, they do it to this 
end, that ſo oſten as we looke 
vpon the ſame, or vſe it, wee 
ſhould call to minde the many 
loues they haue ſhewed vnto 
vs : And this is written in our 
nature, that when an occa ſion 
onely is offered ynto ys of re- 
membring a friend departed 
from vs, we vſe to ſhew a \ 
ciall affe tion, Hence it is, that 
— and ſuperſtitious per- 

ons will ſo heartily , vpon 
euery occaſion of remem- 
V 
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brance, pray the Lord to haue 
mercy of their ſoules that are 
deparced this life; whom they 
loue and haue been beholding 
vnto. But when they behold a 
— memoriall of them in 
ome token of their loue, 
which brings to their minde 
ſome en ordinarie fauours, 
then they vſe to be extraordi- 
narily affected with the re- 
membrance thereof; yea, and 
they vſe to ſhew parr of that 
loue, affection, and honour, to 
the token and memotiall it 
ſelſe, which they beate to the

41 
vors of a deceaſed friend, And 
therfore ſceing this Sacrament 
that was not onely left vnto vs 
by the greateſt ſriend that euer 
we had, but left of purpoſe to 
be a remembrance & a pledge 
vnto ys, of the greateſt loue 
that euet was ſhewed to mor- 
tall creatures, and which hath 
the very effects and fruits of 
the loue written vpon it, nay 
ingrauen init, yea in ſome ſort 
contained init ; is it a thing 
credible,that any that loue and 
beleeue in Chriſt leſus, ſhould 
prophane and lightly regard 
this Sacrament > Bur heere by 
the way we may obſerue how 
ſtrangely forgerfull even thoſe 
that are faichſul. be of the great 
& vaſpeakable loue of Chriſt, 
that they ſtand in need of ſuch 
a remembrance:for ynro them 
is this Sacrament giuen, as a 
| helpe 
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helpeto bring to their mindes 
the conſideration of this loue. 
Is it poſſible that a man ſhould 
forget the loue of ſuch a Lord 
and Maſter, that hath with a 
great price of mony redeemed 
him from being a perpetuall 
Gally.ſlaue, yea who for to 
redeeme him, hath made him- 
ſelfe a ſlaue, yea hath purcha- 
ſed his ſeruants libertic wich 
his owne death, and hath be · 
ſtowed vpon him all the ho- 
nours and dignities that him» 
ſelfe had, and euen all that 
himſelfe poſſeſſedꝰ Were it 


- not wonderfull that he ſhould 


need a ſpeciall remembrance 
when hee can no waies caſt his 
cies, but hee ſhall behold the 
effects of his Lords loue ? 
Would not one thinke that 
hee ſhould rather need ſome 
meanes to make him forget 


| 
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this loue, and to put it out of 
his head, rather than to bring 
it vnto his remembrance ? 
This is the Rate and condition 
of all Chriſtians; thogh Chriſt 
Jeſus hath done a thouſand 
times more for ys than is poſſi- 
ble for one man to doe for an 
other, though whatſocuer wee 
haue, we haue it by his mercie 
and loue , our ſoules, our bo- 
dies, our ſenſes, our wit, our 
beautie, our wealth, our life ; 
ſo that wee are compaſſed a» 
bout with memorials of his 
kindnefle ; and we cannot ſee, 
feele, heare, taſte, or ſmell any 
thing, but it may put vs in 
minde cf his loue, yea of his 
death and paſſion, by which 
the free vie of theſe things 
haue been purchaſed vnto vs: 
yet forall this, wee ſtand in 
need, you ſce, of ſpeciall re- 

- - membrances; 
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membrances ; yeaandyet(O 
ſinſull wretches that we are!) 
wee are ready to prophane 
theſe ſpeciall remembrances; 
yes, and which exceedeth all 
wonder, are prone,cuen in the 
midſt ofthem , moſt of all to 
forget the loue of Chriſt , and 
to diſhonour him, 

The end that teſpecteth o- 
thers, is The ſhewin foorth of 
Chriſts death untill bee come : 
i. By cating this bread, and 
drinking this wine, men ſhall 
teſtiſie and proſeſſe, yea after 
a ſort preach ynto others, euen 
yato the worlds end, the ys 
ſerie of the Goſpell , the 
ſumme and ſubſtance whereof 
conſifts in the death of Chriſt, 
and the fruits that flow there 
from, ſhadowed and repre- 
ſented in this Sacrament ; fo 
that by our due teceiuing — 
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this Sacrament, wee doe, as it 
were, lead others by the hand 
into the garden in Getbſe. 
mane, and ſhe them Chriſt 
Jeſus ſweating water & blood; 
Indatraiterouſly kiſſing and 
betraying him, and the fouldi- 
ers thereupon binding and lea- 
ding him to iudgement ; wee 
lead them to Caiaphas Hall, 
and Pilates Throne, to ſhew 
them Chriſt moſt wickedly 
and vniuſtly condemned, but- 
feted and ſpit ypon , ſcourged 
and crowned with thornes ; 
wee lead them to Mum Cal. 
uarir, and ſhew them how he 
was nailed on the Croſſe, how 
he was forced to drinke vine- 
gar mingled with gall, how he 
was pierced with a ſpeare,how- 
with moſt bitter cries he ſaid, 
My God, my God, why haſt thou 
Forſaken me ? And all this for 

our 
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our ſakes, that he might pro- 
cure the forgiueneſſe of our 
ſinnes, and cuerlaſting ſaluati- 
on. Can wee in this myfterie 
ſee and behold al this with the 
cies of faith ? Can wee, after a 
ſort, ſhew them & point them 
vnto othets ? And ſhall wee 
there with be no whit affected 
in our owne ſoules ? Shall wee 
come ynto this Sacrament as 
blocks and ſtocks, without a- 
ny affection, as vnto a vaine, 
idle, and friuolous matter ? 
By this which hath beene 
ſaid, you may ſee how forcible 
this doctrine of the Apoſtle, 
concerning the Sacrament, is, 
to ſtirre yp al Chriſtians to the 
worthy teceiuing of the ſame : 
But it may bee obieRed, that 
the Apoſtles labour heerein 
ſeemes needleſſe, and to no 
purpoſe, ſecing the Church of 
Corinth 
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{ Corinth could not be ignorant 
of any of theſe points, which 
the Apoſtle hath taught con- 
cerning this Sacrament : It is 
true indeed, they could not be 
ignorant of any of theſe mat - 
ters : But what then ? Was 
Pauli doctrine therfore need- 
leſſe and in vaine ? No verily; 
but in this practiſe of Paul we 
are taught what a perpetuall 
vie there is of teaching in the 
Church of Chriſt, when the 
Miniſters muſt bee faine to in- 
{tru the people of God not 
only in that which they are ig- 
norant of, but often call vnto 
their minde and conſideration | 
that which they know already, * Pet. 7. 
vpon ſuch particular occaſions 213. 
as they are to make ſpecial vic 
thereof : And yerily, though 
men could ſay all the Scrip- 
tures by heart, though they 
could 
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could vnderſtand euety hard 
and difficult place of Scripture, 
though they knew all the 
rounds and principles of the 
hriſtian faith, though they 
were able to anſwer all oppo- 
ſitions againſt any diuine truth 
in the word ; yet for all this, 
there would bee a vie of tead- 
ing and preaching of the word 
God in the Church. For if 
out knowledge be not ſtirred 
vp in vs, if wee bee not oſten 
put iu minde of it, if we be not 
taught how to apply it vnto 
theſe and theſe particular ca- 
ſes, it will bee as it were dead 
in ys, and moſt out of our head 
when wee ſhould moſt vſe it: 
For ſo was the knowledge of 
this Sacrament in the Church 
ol Cormth, ynill the Apoſt'e 
indeuoured to reuiue it by this 
Epiſtle and ſoit will bee with 
any

whatſocuer,if there ſhall be no 
meancs in the Church often to 
ſtirreyp the ſame in vs, and to 
call ys to the crue vie and pra- 
Qife of it.

ing to be nailed on the croſſe, 
and to ſhed his blood for ys. 
Now who can contemne and 
ſet light by this token, but hee 
muſt needs deſpiſe & fer light 
by the loue of Chrift,& there- 
in of the body of Chriſt, which 
he gaue for vs, and the Blood 
of Chriſt, which hee ſhed for 
vs, wherein the ſpeciall fruit 
of his loue appeared, Ram. 5. 
7. 8. Andis not this in ſome 
fort ro be guiltie of it ? 
} \Thud'y , they offer con- 
tempt 
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tempt to the principall badges, 


cognizances, and enſignes of 


Cnriſtianitie, and, as it were, 
to the ſpeciall coine & picture 
of Chriſt, yea to a conſecta- 
ted type, {hadow, and repre» 
ſentation of his body & blood. 
Now that wilfull contempt 
and. wrong 'which is offered 
vnto the . cognizances, en- 
fignes, cines, pictures, or te- 
prelentativgs. of a Prince, is 


luppoſedto be offered to the

And therefore the wrong that 
is. offexe d, the ene 
neglect, and contempt that 
is ſhewed to this Sacrament, 
muſt needs redound to the

Chriſt, and all the benefits 
thereof are ſpiritually offered 
ynto the receiver , euen as 
lands are offered ynto men by 
the ſealing and deliuerie of 
Deeds and Jndentures ; to 
make no account of, but to de- 
ſpiſe this Sacrament , is as 
much as to deſpiſe the Body 
and Blood of Chriſt, and all 
the benefits thereofzas he may 
be ſaid to deſpiſe the leaſe or 
gift of lands, which deſpiſeth 
the Writings, Scales, and In- 
dentures , whereby they are 
ſecured and confirmed ynto 
him. 

Thus youſee how the Apo- 
ſtle hath ſhewed what a feare- 
full and dangerous finne i is 
to prophane this Sacrament : 
And hee hath not barely affir= 
md it, but prooued it by moſt 
cuicdent 
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euident and apparant reaſons, 
Let vs ftom this concluſiom of 
the Apolile,thus explaned and 
laid open, obſcrue theſe 
points: 

Firſt, chat Chriſt Ie ſus re. 
ceiueth ſtrange indignity and 
wrong in his very perſon, not 
from lewes and Infidels only, 
but often times from Chriſti- 
ans, cuen from ſuch as looke 
to bee ſaued by che merits of 
his blood; and that enen then, 
when they are performing 
ſpeciall ſeruice and worſhip 
vnto him. For what greater 
wrong can there bee, than to 
be guiltie ofthat blood, which 
is the price of our redempti- 
ond which was the ſinne of this 
Church of Corinth, and is the 
ſinne of all ſuch pei ſons as are 
ynworthy receivers of this

Secondly, 
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Secondly, this ſhe wes that 
the bare conformitie vnto the 
outward exerciſes of Religion, 
whether the word or Sacra- 
ments, is not enough to make 
vs good Chriſtians, but men 
may be che worſe Chnſtians 
for this, Rom.

1.2.3.4. 5· 6. Many ſumple ig» 
norent loules doe thinke that 
they baue Religion and Chri. 
ſtianitie e in them, if 
their forcheads haue be ene 
inkled wich the water of 
aptiſme, & if they ſometimes 


heare the word and recciue the 4 


ourwardelements of this Sa- 
crament 3 whereas in very 
deed they may be further from 
Chriſtianicie,tor their outward 
5 vnto the ſe things, 
than it they did not conlotme 
vnto them at all: They may by 
eating tais Bread, and drink- 
ing 
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ing this Cup, euen as it were, 
crucific Chtiſt Ieſus, and tram- 
ple his blood vnder their feet. 
Chriſtians t here fore muſt not 
only ſtriue to worſhip God, to 
heare the word, to pray, to te- 
ceiue the Sacraments, but to 
doe itin that reuerend forme 
and maner that God requires ; 
otherwiſc they may doe it in 
ſuch a manner, that they ſhall 
more oftend God in doing of 


it, than if they did it not at all. 


Ic were better a thouſand 
times for vs neuer to receiue 
this Sacrament,than to receiue 
it in ſuch « manner, as ſhall 
for the very _ _— 
pull ypon our St ut 
of 2 gut 
Thirdly, by this ic appeares, 
that this of ynworthy re- 
ceiuing (if wee doe not 
atonement and reconciliation 
betime 
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betime for the ſame, at the 
hands of God) will be a heauy 
finne vpon our conſciences. 
For to bee guilty of blood, 
though of ſintull and wicked 
blood, hath beene a burden 
that hath made the ſtouteſt 
heart to ace. But who is able, 
vrhen his conſcience ſhall bee 
awakened, to beare the guilt 
ofinnocent blood ? And it the 
blood of innocent Abel was fo 
heauy to Cain, Gen 4. 13. how 
heauy ſhall the blood of the 
innocent lambe of God lie vp · 
on all them that are any way 
guilty of ir ? We may ſee how 
beauy it was vpon the heart of 
Indas, Matt. 27. 3.4 5. yea 
and how heauy it is, euen to 
this day, vpon the heads of the 
whole Nation of the lewes, 
accoidingto their own curſed 
wiſh, Mat, 27. 25. This ſin 
| thereſore 
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therefore. beeing a kinde of 
bloody ſinne, and by conſe- 
quent, a moſt heauy and in- 
{upportable ſinne. can wee be 
too carefull to avoid it? It is 
not our ignorance or good 
meaning, in this caſe, that will 
excuſe ys, and free vs fromthe 
guilt of it. Many of the Iewes 
did in their 1gnorance,crucific 
Chriſt, Luc. 23.34. Alt. 3. 17. 
And the Church of Corinth 
had (no doubt) a good mean- 
ing in receiving this Sacra» 
ment, euen then when they re- 
cciued it moſt ynworthily; yet 
this could not free them from 
the guilt of Chtiſts blood: 
This may leſſen the guilt; it 
cannot take it away. If this 
will not mooue vs to a careſull 

reparation before wee pre- 
— tobe made partakers of 
this Sacrament, nothing will, 

| Fourthly, 
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Fourthly, note the different 
effect of this Sac ramem in the 
worthy and vnworthy recei- 
uers thereof. It is the ſauour 
of death ynto death to ſome, 
to other ſome the ſauour of 
life ynto life, 2. Cv. 2. 16. The 
ſoule of the worthy receiuer is 
fed and refreſhed, waſhed,pu- 
riſie d. and cleanſed from ſinne 
by the body & blood of Chtiſt 
receiued therein. On the con- 
trarie (ide, the ſoule of the vn» 
worthy receiuer is polluted 
and defiled, and made accur- 
ſed and miſcrable thereby; and 
the oftener hee teceiueih the 
ſame, the more abominable he 
Is io the fight of God and man. 
And ſuch as do in fuch a man- 
ner reccive the bodie and 
blood of Chriſt, and looke for 
grace thereby, are as if they 
that whipt „ and that 
nailed 
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nailed him on the Croſſe, and 
by meanes thereof, had their 
faces, na gut all 
to be ſprinkled with bis gore 
Nos, Gere thinke — 
ſelues thereby d from 
their ſinnes; or as if hee which 
pierced Chriſt with a ſpeare, 
ſhould haue held a Challice at 
the wound, and haue filled it 
with the blood that iſſued 
therefrom , and ſo haue ca- 
rouzed it off, and ſhould think 
thereby to haue drunken to 
his owne etetnall health, che 
blood of Chriſt.

diſcerned; for if the {aid graces

To what end then ſhould a 
man make any ſuch trial ?This 
then is certaine, that a man is

But why doth not the Apoſtle 
put in this caution and excep- 
tion ? Firſt, becauſe he would 
therein teach all Chriſtians, ſo 
long to continue the examina» 
tion and triall of themſelues, 
vntil they haue ſound the grace 
aboue ſpecified in themſelues. 
Secondly, toſhew that a man 
hath not tried and examined 
himſelſe in that mannet which 
the Holy Ghoſt intendeth and 
meaneth, yatill hee haue found 
in himſclfe ſome degrees of 
chat true ſauing faith, of which 
wee haue formetly intreated: 
And thirdly, to teach that hee 
chat hath this grace, but to 
ſearch and trie earneſtly and 
ſeriouſly , whether hee haue 
faith , ſhall bee ſure, in good 
time, 
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time, to finde faith in bimſclfe, 
if he haue an ynfained deſireto 
finde it. And if this ſeeme 
ſcant probable by this place, 
let the preciſe promiſe of 
Chriſt, Luc. 11. 5-14. who 
faith, Seeks and yee ſhall finde, 
confirme the ſame ynto you. 

What an evcouragement 
then ought this to be ynto eue · 
ry one of ys, to rifle and ran- 
{acke out owne ſoules, and to 
ſearch narrowly euery corner 
ofthem for this faith, cuen as 
one would ſearch for a mine 
of gold, ſeeing wee haue ſuch 
a hope and firme promiſe, that 
if wee ſearch with a deſite to 
ſinde, we ſhall be ſure to finde 
it; and if we finde it, we ſhall 
not finde it alone, but with ity 
and in it, a ſealed pardon ot 
ihe ſorꝑlueneſſe of all our fins, 
yea and ſute Euidences and 


Indentures, 
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Indencures of a firme title to 
the kingdome of Heauen» It 
a poore condemned man were 
credibly certifiedof this, that 
if he did but carefully ſearch a- 
bout, he ſhould finde the kings 
pardon ; orifa needy begger 
were certainely informed of 
this, that if hee would make a 
diligent ſearch, hee ſhould bee 
ſure to finde ſuch treaſures of 
gold and filuer,as would make 
him a great rich man as long as 
euer hee ſhall liue afterward ; 
would any man pitry either 
the pouertie of the one, or the 
death of the other, if they 
ſhould refuſe in thoſe caſes to 
take pains to make a diligent 
ſearch and triall ? Much leſſe 
are any ſuch to be pitied, that 
may finde the ſauing grace a- 
foreſaid for the ſee king of it, 
and yet will not beſtow the 
paines 


* 
meg 
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paines to ſee ke it, or to make 
any ſerious inquitie after it; 
vetily there cannot bee a 

ter figne, that a man deſpiſeth 
the grace of God, than in ſuch 
by as this, not to ſeeke a- 
tet it, eſpecially ſeeing a man 
may bee ſure to haue it ſor the 
ſeling for. 

The dutie after examinati- 
on followeth, which is, Then 
when wee baue examined our 
ſelues in manner aforeſaid (aud 
not before then) 6 cat this 
Bread, and to drinks this Cup: 
wherein the Apoſtle plainely 


ties the duty of examination 


vnto the receiving of this Sa- 
crament, and the receiuing of 
this Sacrament ynto the dutie 
of eximination, wherein wee 
are taught briefly theſe leſ- 
ſons :

And the reaſon there- 
of is euident ; for it is not poſ- 
ſible, that another man ſhould 
be able to trie the ſoundnes of 
our faith, which is kuown only 
to God and our one conſci- 
ences, For though a man 
ſhould vſe never ſo many ex- 
periments, and trie neuer ſo 
many concluſions ypon vs, yet 
may wee throughour hypocri- 
fie and cunning diflimulation, 


coꝛen and delude the wiſeſt 


men andthe moſt cunning In- 
quiſicors ia the world ; yea, 
our 
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our one hearts are ſo full of 
fraud and guile, that if in this 
triall and examination of our 
ſelues, wee doe not proceed 
by a ſound and ſincere rule, 
our ſelues ſhall exceedingly 
coſen and decciue our ſelues, 
and wee ſhall conceit that 
grace to be in our hearts, which 
was neuet in them in deed and 
truth, Doth not experience 
teach vs that ſome perſons 
haue made great ſhe of pie- 
tic and faith, and haue made 
a more than ordinary proſeſſi- 
on thereof, inſomuch as they 
haue ſeemed, not onely to o- 
thers, but no doubt, cuen ynto 
themſelues to burne in zeale 
and loue, vnto the truth of le- 
ſus Chriſt ; which yet haue aſ- 
terward proued vile Apoſtae 
taes, and wicked and maliti- 
ous perſecutors of that grace 

in 
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in others, which themſelues 
haue formerly profeſſed ? Ve- 
rily the Lord ſeldome leaues 
his Church without ſome ſuch 
notorious example or other of 
this kinde, that Chriſtians 
might the more narrowly trie 

examine themſclues, and 
that they might take heed that 
their corrupt hearts doe not 
deceiue them with ſemblances 
and ſhewes of grace, in ſtead 
of ſubſtances. 

Let vs learne hence, firſt 
that this examination and tri- 
all of our ſelues doth not ex- 
clude the triall and examinati- 
on which others ( as farre as 
they are able) are romake of 
vs, eſpecially our Gouernors, 
Teachers, and Inſtructers, ſuch 
as haue the cure and charge of 
our ſoules: but it rather —_— 
theneth and — 

me 


unge _ — 
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ſame, For they which ſhall in 
ſingleneſſe of heart once ſet 
themſelues ynto this worke,to 
fift and winnow their owne 
ſoules, and to ſearch and trie 
them , wherher the grace of 
God be firmly rooted in them 
orno, ſhall find it a worke of 
that difficultie, that they will 
be glad of any furtherance and 
direction that they can get: 
For theſe trials and examinati- 
ons that others vſe to take of 
vs, ate but helpes and directi- 
ons, how wee may in the beſt 
manner trie and examine our 
ſelues. Thoſe therefore which 
are ſo ready to conclude from 
hence, that others haue no- 
thing to doe to examine them 
before they receiue, becauſe 
they are commanded to ex. 
mine themſelues , they might 
as well conclude, that no 


dy 
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dy elſe is to care or de for 
- An , ortolooke — 
ot to doe them good, becauſe 
themſelues are to care for,” to 
looke vnto, to prouide and doe 

for themſelues. But this 
is the very truth of the matter; 
Such perlons as are not willing 
that others ſhould examine 
and trie them, doe neuer in- 
tend and purpoſe to examine 
themſelues ; and they ſhewe 
themſelues to bee guilty to 
themſelues of ignorance and 
graceleſneſſe, yea and to affect 
the ſame, in which they had 
rather liue and rot, chan diſco- 
uer to others, though they 
might haue helpe — wh 

deed if this were the end 
of out trials & examinations, to 
find out the deſecti, and wants 
& infirmities of our brethren, 


- kn ons he. = 
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be puniſhed for them, orto the 
end that we might contemne 
& deride them for the ſame, 
there were ſome colcur to ex- 
ceptagainſt it, But when the 
intent of this examination, 
is to know what ſpiritual grace 
the examinant wanteth,to this 
end chat his want might bee 
ſupplied; is it not ſtrange, that 
any ſhould be found ſo vnwil- 
ling to ſubmit vnto the ſame, 
and ſhould count it as a great 
iniurĩe and wrong ? If a rich 
man ſhould come ynto a poore 
man, and in pittie and loue 
ſhould examine him of his e · 
Nate, defiring him to tell him 
what he wants, whether mony 
or corne, or any other victu- 
als for his wife and children, 
and ſhould offer to aſſure him, 
that if hee would diſcouer his 
want, hee would doe his beſt, 

:. 2ö;[ —— — 
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according to his power, to te- 
leeue him, were hee not a 
ſtrange poore man, if having 
not one penny in the worldto 
relecue his want , and ifhim- 
ſelfe, his wife, and children, 
were ready to ſtarue for hun- 
ger, hee d murmur and 
grudge at this rich man, and 
as ce him what hee had to doe 
to examine him ? Verily thus 
itis wich many poore ignorant 
ſoules amongſt ys; the more 


they ſtand in need of ſpirituall 


helpe, the leſſe they can endure 
to be examined of thoſe which 
offer in loue to help them, and 
to doe theit beſt to ſupply their 
ſpiricuall wants, if they might 
know them. 

Secondly, this is not ſuffici. 
ent to make a man a worthy 
receiuer of this Sacrament, 
that ypon triall and examinati- 
ot 
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on,made by others,he is found 
worthy ; but a man is bound 
to rooue himſelfe vnto 
himſelfe. Aman may by wiſe 
and politicke carriage ſo de- 
meane himſelfe , that all men, 
euen the beſt and holieſt, after 
that they haue ſiſted and tried 
him to the vttermoſt, ſhall 
find no iuſt matter of reproofe 
in him: And many beare this 
minde, that if they can behaue 
themſelues fo as no man elſe 
can accuſe them of any iniqui- 
tie, though they bee guiltie to 
themſelues and their ou con- 
ſciences of neuet ſo many ſe- 
cret corruptions, that then 
they are worthy enough of 
Chriſt, and of chis Sacrament, 
aud of all the prerogatiues of 
Chriſtiaas. Butheere wee are 
tanght, ia chispreceptof the 
A>o:tle, neuer to iudge our 
ſclucs 
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ſe lues tried and approoued e- 
nough, but when wee are ap- 
prooued vnto our owne ſoules 
and conſciences. For the ſtri- 
cteſt Inquiſitors in the world 
may free and acquit ys, when 
our owne conſciences haue a 
thouſand capitall crimes to ar · 
raigne, conuict, and condemn 
vs of. Let vs not therefore in 
the matter of our owne wor- 
thines, ſo much relieypon che 
iudgment of any manor al the 
me in the world,as of our own 
ſoules & cõſciences, which are 
better able to iudge of our in- 
ward ſtate, than are all the men 
in the world beſides. But moſt 
men iudge themſelues Chri- 
ſtians worthy inough, if no 
man be able to lay any vnwot- 
thines vnto their charge; but if 
chis had been true ĩhe Apolile 
would haue ſent vs to others, 
G2 to 


— 


124 The ſecond pare 
to trie and examine vs, and 
not vnto our ſelues. 

3 This ſhewes that the 
principall graces,required in 
a worthy recciuer of this Sa- 
crament, are ſuch as may bee 
in a chriſtian, and yer not one- 
ly lie hidden from the cies of 
others, but alſoof a mans own 
ſoule. For otherwiſe a man 
ſhould not need in this manner 
to be commanded, to trie and 
examine himſelſe, if ſo be hee 
could alwaies ſee what is in 
his owne ſoule and heart ; or 
if ſo be that the ſauing graces 
of God whenſoeuer they are 
in the ſoule, ſhould preſetuly 
ſhew themſelues to the eie of 
our ſoule; do we not by daily 
experience ſee, that the wor- 
thieſt chriſtians do vſe to iudge 
themſelues of all othet the 
molt yaworthie ; and are ma- 
nie 
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nle times moſt deiected with 
the ſenſe and feeling of their 
own defects & wants, & that 
euen of ſuch graces, where - 
with their ſoules abone others 
are richly adorned ? The beſt 
then haue need to performe 
this duty to themſelues : and 
ſurely ir is an infallible ſigne 
that that man wants that 
which ſhould make him a 
worthy receiver, which is not 
carefull by diligent triall and 
examination, to aſſure him* 
ſelſe, that that grace is in him, 
which may in ſome meaſure 
make him a worthy teceiuer. 
By this alſo it appeares, that 
it is not inough for a man to 
be a worthy receiver , but he 
muſt alſo know that he is one: 
and that he that knowes not 
himfelfe to be one in ſome de · 
gree or other, cannor be ſuch 
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a one as hee ought to bee. 
5 Ofthe motiues whereby 
wee ought to be prouo- 

ked ynto this Triall, 

The motiues vnto this dut 
of triall and examination fol. 
low, taken. from the dangers 
that come by the neglect — 
of, which are threefold, one 
depending vpon another* 

The firſt danger is;that ſuch 
as negle ct this duty, doe nos di- 
ſcerne the body of Chriſt ; that 
1s, they do not or cannot, as 
they ought to do, diſcerne and 
make a difference between this 
bread & wine, and that which 
at ordinary feafts we eat ind 
drinke : They do not meditate 
ot, and conſi det, the great my- 
ſtery that is ſhaddowed and 
repreſented by them, chat is, 
the myſtery of redemption 
conſiſting in the ſacrifice of 
* 
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the body, and ſhedding of the 
dlood of Chriſt, 

The ſecond danger ariſing 
from the former is this : That 
they, not diſcerning of that 
which 11 my#tically ſhadowed c 
repreſented in this Bread and 
Hime, do eat and drinke the 
ſame vmrorthily. That is, vnte- 
uerently, carnally, profane ly, 
not as becommeth men that 
partake of ſuch high and hea 
uenly myſteries, 

The third danger ariſing 
from the other two, is this: 
That by this meanes, they ca- 
ting and drinking onworthily, 
doe therein cat and drinks thew 
owne indgement or damnati- 
on, That is, in Read of receiu- 
ing by this action of theirs, any 
ſpirituall food tending to their 
ſaluation, they do by this acti- 
on, pull downe the iudgement 
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of God vpon them, and bring 


themſclues in danger of de» 


ſtruction and condemaation, 
becauſe they do profane, and 
irceligiouſly abuſe, through the 
want of due conſfid-ration and 
preparation, this heauenly Sa- 
crament, in comming vnto it 
after an yarcuerent and vnho- 
lie manner, without all due re- 
gard for what intent and pur- 
poſe it was inſtituted of Chriſt, 
Oftheſe points we haue ſuſſi- 
ciently intreated be fore. To 
conclude this matter; what 
more eff:Quall argument 
could the Apoſtle vie, to ſtir 
ys vp to this triall than this ? If 
God ſhould turne theſe ele- 
ments of Bread and Wine, in- 
to a bodi'y bane and poiſon, 
vnto all ſuch of vs as ſhould vn. 
worthily receiue them, would 
it not then make ys come in 
feare 
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feare & trembling with all due 
preparation ynto the ſame? 
Would it not make vs againe 
and againe, totrie & examine 
our ſelues, and tobe ſure that 
we be in ſome meaſure worthy 
to receiue this Sacrament, be- 
fore we preſumed to partake 
thereof? How much more 
ought the conſideration of 
the danger heere ſpecified , to 
moue vs thereunto? It were ſa- 
ſet and bettet for vs a thouſand 
times, that the Sacrament 
ſhould bee turned vnto a bo- 
dily poiſon vnto vs, and 
that ypon our ynworthy re- 
cewing of it, our bowels and 
intrales ſhould rot, after wee 
haue beene made partakers of 
it, than that in cating & drin- 
king thereof, wee ſhould eat 
and dtinke our owne damna- 
tion & cuerlaſting iudgemenr, 
Gs which. 
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which euery ſoule is in danger 
to do, that neglecteth the per- 
formance ofthis duty. 

Forthe preuention heereof 
therefore, let vs careſully re- 
moue the two former cauſes 
of this iudgement · 

Firſt, Let vs indeuour with 
all holy reuerence and feare, : 
come morthiſy, and as it becom. 
meth holy Chriſtians, vnto 
this Sacrament. 

Secondly, that wee may 
come worthily thereunto, let 
vs labour to — the Body 
of Chriſt therein, not comming 
tothis Table,as to an ordinary 
or common drinking, but 
comniing thereto wich a ſoule 
hungring and thirſting after 
that bleſſed Body and Blood 
ot Chriſt , which vnder this 
bread and wine is figured and 
ſhadowed ynto vs, and, in a 
ſpirituall 
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ſpiricuall manner, offered in 
the ſame vnto euery worthy 
Receiucr and Communicant : 
Which if wee ſhall carefully 
performe, then ſhall our ſoules 
and ſpirics bee truely ſatisfied 
wich the body and blood of 
Chriſt; ſo that as verily as wee 
with our bodily mouthes, doe 
eat and drinke the outward fi- 
gures and ſignes, and are te- 
created & refreſhed by them, 
ſo yerily doe our ſoules, after a 
ſpirituall manner, by faith, as ic 
were, eat and dtinke the thing 
ſignified, to the euerlaſting 
comfort and ſaluation both of 
our bodies and ſoules. 

The Lord, for his mercie 
ſake, forgiue our former want 
of Preparation, and moue our 
hearts to the carefull perfor. 
mance of the ſę duties, that ſo 
wee may not oncly auoid the 
iudgemeuts 
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iudgements which vnworthy 
Receivers are in danger to fall 
into, but that wee teceiuing 
wor thily theſe holy myſteries, 
may in them, and by them, xe. 
ceive the aſſurance of that

them, cuen __ and 
redemption of our 
and ſoules, through the — 
fice of Chriſts body, and his 
molt pretious blood ſhed 
ypon the Ciofle, 
Amen.

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Fourthly, if{vpon this exa- 
mination of our owne hearts)
